COOPERATION. 


A Great Success In England, and » 


Failure In America. 


Chicago Times. 


The fifteenth annual congress of delegates, 


[rom the various co-operative societies in' 
Qreat Britain and Ireland was recently held' 
in Edinburgh. About a thousand societies' 
were represented at the meeting. Moat en- 
couraging reports were made on the progress, 
of co-operation throughout Great Britain. In 
England alone goods to the value of over 
£17,000,000 were sold last year at the co-op- 
erative stores. The returns from Scotland 
showed a wonderful result During the last 
ten years the business transacted at co-oper- 
ative stores has amounted to over £25,000,000, 
paying a profit of over £2,000,000, and en- 
abling the stockholders to divide a dividend 
of 0.5 per cent, per unngm 
Co-operative 


manufactories are springing up in all parti 
of 
the 
country, 
while 
many an 


combining to engage In farming and gar- 
dening. Reports from Australia, Germany 
and Italy showed that co-operative societies 
were being formed in all these countries for 
the purpose of carrying on trade in all the in- 
dustries. In Italy co-operative societies are 
formed for the purpose of carrying on the 
business of dairying, fishing, fruit-raising and 
quarrying. It was shown by others than 
members of the societies that the persons who 
patronized them were improving their condi. 
tion in life very rapidly. As every kind of 
business wag conducted on the cash principle, 
then) was no getting in debt, and people 
learned to save their money. Those who col- 
lected sufficient means to purchase shares 
rarely disposed of them. Many do not draw 
their dividends, but allow them to remain in 
the treasury till they have sufficient means to 
purchase more shares. It wag reported by 
several observers that a higher degree of 
morality as well aa thrift prevailed among 
persons who belonged to the co-operative so- 
cieties than among those who do not. 


The great success of the co-operative stores 


is, said to be chiefly due to saving of ezpensb 
in doing business. As everything is bought 
and sold for cash, there are few accounts to 
be kept The pay of entry clerks and book- 
keepers is saved. There are no expensive 
signs or other attractions, and no "runners.'" 
There ore few show eases, fancy counters, or 
costly ornamentations. The stores ore plain 
structures, not erected with a view of attract- 
ing customers. They are not designed for 
catching the eye of bargain-hunters. There 
is no sham connected with them.' All the 
goods are of standard quality. The salesmen 
waste no time in nattering customers or in 
trying to induce thorn to buy more than they 
con pay for. There are, of course, no bad 
debts. One set of customers have not to paly 
for the articles that another get bought add 
declined to settle for.' No attempt is made to 
U'jderseU oilier establishments or to gain 
trade in other than legitimate ways. As 
the profits are credited up to the patrons, 
there is no disposition to try to obtain gooda 
for less than the current prices. 
No teams 


are kept for delivering goods. Customers 
who desire to have parcels sent to their homef 
pay a sum which covers the cost- Keeping 
few but standard goods for which there is a 
constant demand, the capital is turned ovei 
very often. Host of the co-operative manh- 
nfactories sell the goods they make directly 
to consumers. Inthisway the profits of mid- 
dlemen are saved. As most of the goods art 
told very near where they ore manufactured, 
there is a strong disposition to make and pre- 
serve a good reputation. Persons engaged in 
one branch of co-operative industry generally 
patronize those engaged in other branches, 
while most of them own stock In co-operative 
stores. 
. . 


It is somewhat rental-table that co-operation 


which is gaming ground so fast abroad, 
should be actually losing ground in this coun- 
try. Many of our early industries wore com- 
menced on the co-operative plan. Our whal- 
ing enterprises were nearly all co-operative in 
their organization. One man furnished ijn" 
vessel and had a certain number of shores In 
the enterprise. Another furnished the sup- 
plies, and was entitled to more shares, while 
the officers and men hod the .remaindfcr. 
Most of the butter and cheess factories 
first established in this country wore co- 
operative. At one time there were av large, 
number of co-operative .stores and >qulfa 
a number of co-operative manufactories |in 
this country. At present there are very fiw 
of the former, and, as tar as the general pub- 
lic knows, not many of the latter. From all 
accounts co-operation has accomplished 
much for the people of Great Britain. A 
method of doing business which prevents get- 
ting into debt, encourages the saving o( 
money, and fosters thrift cannot fail to t» 
beneficial.'
